Bonus offer 
to combat 
shortage 
of ‘stokers’ 

‘STAY-ON’ bonuses of up to £3,000 are 
being offered to many of the Royal Navy's 
Marine Engineering Mechanic ratings in a 
bid to reverse growing shortages in the 
specialisation. 

A shortfall in recruiting has been cited hy the Second 
Sea Lord as one of the factors which has caused the short¬ 
age. Another is that “lean manning" of ships and sub¬ 
marines has limited the training capacity available for 
junior rates on (heir first sea drafts. 

Although recruiting is now ihrcc years foam the date they sign 
bringing m the maximum numbers iheir applies*linn forms. 


Crisis ship 
returns 
from the 
hot spots 


THE BRITISH warship on Armitta patrol 
duties when US forces launched their retal¬ 
iatory cruise missile attacks on Iraq, has 
returned home to Portsmouth after an 
eventful deployment. 

HMS York, which handed over her Gulf lash lo 
her sister-ship HMS Edinburgh, had spent over 
seven months away, reluming to the UK via 
Suez, Malta and Gibraltar. 

Her travels were punctuated with crises; she 
was off Oman and heading back Into Gulf when 
Ihe Americans hit at Saddam Hussein s air 
defences. And her visit lo Chittagong In 


Bangladesh coincided with a coup In that coun¬ 
try, Even as she approached Portsmouth on her 
final leg home, she became involved in an emer¬ 
gency. 

Fifteen miles off Weymouth a yacht got into 
trouble in rough sear and York was asked by 
coast guards to position herself to provide a lee 
shelter for the craft until a lifeboat was able to 
reach her. 

During her tour of duty in Gull she was the 
busiest of all naval ships on patrol at the time. 
While enforcing UN sanctions against Iraq she 
challenged 27 vessels, boarded 12 and arrested 
two.

The bonus, to he paid in 
February, offers a taxable payment 
of £3,000 for ARs who guarantee 
I hat they will not put in I heir notice 
for IK months. Once mil ice is given 
after that period, ratings who have 
received ihe bonus will have to 
wail the normal lime before leav¬ 
ing- a further IK months. 

Effectively it means that Alls 
who opt for the bonus will be 
retained in the Service for at least 


A smaller bonus of £1,5011 is 
being offered to the ABs who 
waive I heir right lo give notice l or 
six months - effectively guarantee¬ 
ing two years' service. 

Re-entrants who have served 
more than 2 years ft months since 
I hey rejoined are also eligible for a 
bonus. Ratings who have already 
given nolice lo leave would also be 
able to apply for the honus on 
withdrawal of notice- This even 
applies to AB MEMs already on 
terminal leave,

The picture on the right 
shows him in a still from a 
security video which was 
recording at Jesters Nightclub, 
Union Street, Plymouth, in I he 
early hours of July 9 - the night 
lhai 18-year-old Nicola Parsons 
was killed after planning a visit 
to the club. 

Her naked body was found 
later lhat day In a derelict nurs¬ 


ery building in the Stoke area of 
the city. Sne had been raped 
and strangled. 

During their inquiries the 
police have questioned thou¬ 
sands of Naval personnel and 
civilians who may have been in 
the Union Street area that 
night. They are particularly 


anxious to speak to the man in 
l he picture. He is described as 
5H 91ns in height with short, 
dark hair and wearing a black 
polo shirt and black jeans

LODGING allowance and 
excess rent allowance are to 
disappear and, from early next 
year, a private company will 
provide and manage rented 
accommodciiion for Service 




personnel and families, 

A contract has been awarded by 
the Ministry of Defence to 
llambm Countrywide Manage¬ 
ment Services which will :dlocale 
rented accommodation where 
[here arc insufficient Service 
homes. ITic company will liaiH' 
with landlords and pay I he rent 

The move has come about due 
to ihe Inland Revenue's decision 
to [ax individuals on lodging 
allowance and E RA. 11 follows a 
study, hy [he Central Policy 
Division for Service Personnel 
Mailers, inio Ihe commercial 
option, which does not attract lax. 

Choice 

Start dates for the new scheme 
are February 1 for ERA claimants 
and March I for those claiming 
lodging allowance. There are 
extensive transitional arrange¬ 
ments for those already occupying 
rented accommodation 

MOD says n is confident that 
ibe agency will provide accommo¬ 
dation m suitable locations and to 
as high a standard as current enti¬ 
tlements . Service people will still 
have some choice over the selec¬ 
tion. 

When Ihe scheme lor those on 
lodging allowance begins, the cosl 
of untuics and daily travel will he 
refunded and there will be a non¬ 
tax! Me "food and incidentals" 
allowance of £9.88 a day fur mar¬ 
ried personnel and £10.57 for sin¬ 
gle people. 

MOD emphasises that the 
change has been made to wipe out 
a tax liability of over £1.1 million a 
month and Has nothing to do with 
the vile of the married quarters 
estate.

SALVAGERS planning to raise German U-boats 
scuttled by the British 50 years ago are taking 
another look at their project. 


Since July, when Na%y News 
reported a proposal to lift the 
find of more than 100 of the 
submarines from its Atlantic 
resting place this autumn, the 
company granted the salvage 
rights by the Ministry of 
Defence has decided lo make a 
closer study of (he viability of 
the project. 

New facts which have emerged 
about the sunken vewrh have con¬ 
tributed to the company, 
Anchort&pe Ltd, nutting off the 
initial salvage until January at the 
earliest. 

Researchers in association with 
An chon ape believe live scuttling 
charges are still attached lo most 
of the boats and that residual fud 
and lubricating oil raises pollution 
questions. 

Expense 

Wc arc undertaking technical 
research 10 get a precise figure on 
the commcrdal viability of the 
operation," researcher Mr 
Timothy Bryant told Atony News.

Mr Bryant said pollution control 
authorities were being consulted, 
although he did nut mink that oil 
contamination would be a serious 
problem as it was unlikely lhat 
much fud would have been left in 
the submarines for their last voy¬ 
age. 

A bigger problem was the 
scuttling charges which 
personnel from HMS Vernon 
placed on all the U-boats in 
November 1945 before they 
left their UK anchorages. 

“Most of the vessels were sunk 
without the demolition charges 
being activated, and you will 
understand our concern that we 
should he in possession of utl the 
facts concerning the type and posi¬ 
tions of scuttling and detonating 
packs that may still he in place on 
these wrecks before we start to 
recover from the seabed.* 

Appeal 

Research is continuing at the 
Public Record Office, and - 
through Navy News - Mr Bryant is 
appealing for information from 
retired personnel who were 
involved in the preparation work. 

While the salvagers are keen to 
establish the precise quantities of 
valuable, non-ferrous metals on 
hoard - such as brass - they would 
also like to have the opportunity to 
offer relatively wdl-preserved cm ft 
to museums for display. 

The snag there is that an Allied 
agreement is still in force which 
rules that the U-boats cannot be 
raised and left intact. The salvagers 
arc attempting to negotiate a 
relaxation of the condiI ions.

POLLUTION from oil seeping 
from lire wreck of the sunken bat¬ 
tleship HMS Royal Oak has been 
halted by a repair operation. 

The ship, which was sunk when 
a U-boat penetrated Scrip a Flow 
in 1939, had been oaring small 
amounts of oil for years. Bur when 
the Navy's Northern Diving 
Group surveyed the wreck earlier 
this year, they found that the leak 
had worsened. 

The five-day underwater weld¬ 
ing operation to put things right 
was carried out bv Briggs Marine 
Contractors Lta under Naval 
supervision. The ship, lying 30tn 
deep, ^ he Iasi resting place >t 
over 8UJ of her men, and luring 
the work care was taken un to 
penetrate the war grove.

U-boat 
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Qs SALE: NO OPTIONS FOR EXCHANGE 


CONTRAd'S for the sale of the 57,400 married 
quarters in England and Wales have been 
exchanged, and completion of the deal is expected 
in about two weeks. 

As anticipated. the quarters have been sold by the 
Ministry of Defence to a British -based consortium - 
Anninginn Homes - for about 11. W*2 million. As well as 
accepting all ihe MOD conditions aimed at safeguarding 
Service occupants* Annington has dropped the site 
exchange option. 

The option would have given the* company rights, uficr 
25 years, to propose a swop which would give them an MO 
site in exchange for an alternative with amenities which 
would be at leasi as good 

Defence Procurement Minister James Aihuthnui said 
the decision to drop Ihe exchange options will reassure 
those wiki were anxious aboul that part of the proposed 
change of ownership. "All in all, we have secured a good 
deal - one that will work lo Ihe benefit of the Services, the 
Ministry and the wider economy,” he said. Of the £Lfi bil¬ 
lion. £ 100 million will be spent by the Defence Housing 
Executive on speeding up the upgrading of quaflers lo 


tirade One condition. 

Annington will immediately take over 2,>UHI homes. The 
company has arranged a £75 million facility for investment 
in released properties which n says will help lo improve the 
quality of lhe national housing stock. Any gains over the 
next 15 years will be shared with the C government. 

With £430,000 sturt-up capital, the company has set up a 
char liable Trust lo benefit Service families. The Trust will 
sponsor community activities and projects, and Annington 
in lends that the trustees should include representatives ol 
Services and families organisations. 

Discount scheme 

The company has also pledged to run for Service occu- 
pants a mortgage discount scheme at least as good as (hat

It u .ls an aided .is a result of 
Trcwavas s valour during a raid to 
destroy a Russian pontoon bridge 
on the Sea of A/iix coastline in 
1855. 

The collection, built up by ihe 
late Capt R, J {Dougje) Douglas' 
Morris. totalled about 3,000 
pieces, many of which were pre¬ 
sented by his widow io ihe RN

Charles ot Austria and his wife Ihe Empress 
7Ma flew from Switzerland to Hungary in 
March N21. hoping that with the aid of iheir 
faithful adhere it is trie crown ol Hungary might 
he restored to the Iasi of the Hapshurg "emper¬ 
ors. 

But although many of his people and some 
of his I roups welcomed his return, ihe Regent 
of Hungary Admiral Hurlliy barred his crtlTy 
into Budapest.

The royal couple were put on a train to the

meal the Hungarian government served iheir 
King on Hungarian soil consisted of black 
bread, cheese and sausage.)

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Clean sweep for Bridport 


A BUSY summer tour of I he 
United Slates anti Canada gave 
HMS Bridport the chance to 
prove herself and her class 
under close scrutiny. 

The fifth of the revolutionary 
San down-dass single* role minc- 
hunlcrs took pari in I he liucc UST 
UK amphibious Exercise Purple 
Star - and Bridport fuund more 
mines than any othm ship. 

The Atlantic crossing, with sh¬ 
ier ship HMS Cromer .uni flunh 
class vessels HM Ships Berkeley 
and ChiddingMd* wns the first by 
Mine Coilniermeasu res vcs.seIs 
(MCMVs) in ten years, and the 
first by the Sundown class 

Bridport herself steamed some 
HU Km miles in the course of four 
months, calling at nine ports - 
including Bermuda. Norfolk 
(Virginia). Washington DC'. 
Boston. Halifax and Si John's 
(Newfoundland). 

At Washington and 1 lalilax rep¬ 
resentatives of the Pentagon and 
Canada's Defence Chiefs saw 
impressive high-profile demon si ra 
lions of Bridporfs capabilities. 

l or a nation dependent on mar¬ 
itime trade and naval (lower, the 
threat of mines is a serious one. 
and the British have invariably led 
Ihe rest of ihe world in countering 
I his I h real. 

British expertise has proved 
invaluable in recent conflicts such 
as the Gulf, and with the enacting 
I raining provided by the tricky 
oceanography of the west Coiist of 
Scotland - Bridport is pari or Ihe 
all-Sandown Third MCM 
Squadron based at Faslane - these 
small ships arc ready for the 
biggest nf challenges. 

A primary role of the Third 
MCM Squadron in lime of war 
would he to protect the approaches 
to the Clyde Estuary. allowing free 
pavsage for British nuclear sub¬ 
marines. 

Bui Bridport and her sisters are 
still rolling back the frontiers of 
mine countermeasures technology 
- they can navigate to an accuracy 
of one metre, detect by sonar to a 
depth of 200m. and arc manned hy 
personnel who arc very experi¬ 
enced in dealing with mines; a for¬ 


midable romhi nation. 

The 485-tOfine vessel was hut It 
at Southampton hy Vospcr 
Thomycroft using a modular 
process, and was launched on July 
Ml ml , by Laily Deborah Hill. 
Hie Navy accepted her on June 15 
the following war. 

Older MCMVs swept mines by 
towing wires which either cot the 
moorings of Boa ling mines or Sim¬ 
ula led the acoustic signature of a 
passing ship, causing detonation. 

Bui with advances m sonar, the 
ability to InmI mines ahead of the 
ship -a far safer prospect - became 
possible, and Sundown-class ships 
are generally acknowledged to be 
the best in ihe world 

With sophisticated "intelligent" 
mines pr^nluced relatively cheaply, 
mine hunters must now use de¬ 
ments of cult mg-edge technology' 
to stay ahead of Ihe dangers. 

The first is her construction, 
til most entirely using non-magnetic 
materials, including a glass-rein¬ 
forced plastic hull 

Hover 

In addition, she hits five systems 
which set her apart from anything 
else on the seas 

Iter Ship's Position and Control 
System, on the bridge, gives precise 
control, allowing the Bridport to 
"hover" in a given spot or to accu¬ 
rately follow a set of waypoints 
using inputs from giro compasses, 
navigation equipment and the cor¬ 
relation electromagnetic log. 

Bridport can be driven from the 
bridge wing£, hangar roof or Ops 
Room using a portable joystick. 

The propulsion system makes 
Sandowns the world’s most 
manoeuvrable warships. 

475kW Taxman Valenta 
diesels arc used during normal 
running, but when minehunling 
vibration and noise is reduced by 
using two lOTIkW electric “slow 
speed drive” motors.

Sonar 2095 is the first of 
Bridport's minehunt mg systems - a 
sophisticated variable-depth sonar 
capable of simultaneous search 
and classification of contacts at 
great depth and tong range. 

Nautis M - Naval Autonomous 
Tactical Information System - links 
other elements and gives Ihe com¬ 
mand an overall picture of the tac¬ 
tical situation. Graphic displays of 
information are displayed on (he 
bridge and in the Ops Htxm 

RCMDS 2 is the Remote 
Controlled Mine Disposal System - 
an unmanned submersible con¬ 
trolled from the Ops Room by the 
minehunting director. The sub¬ 
mersible has its own sonar and 


colour and monochrome cameras 
to classify the contact. It also car¬ 
ries a disposal charge, a cable cut¬ 
ter nr a manipulator arm. 

But clearance divers are still 
vital, providing another option 
when dealing with mines, and for 
gathering information.

CTO K K. Bradley s letter in 
the July 19% edition concerning 
i he “Decline and Fall of Daniel, 
VC" caught my eye with the men¬ 
tion th.it the final resiing place of 
the unfortunate Daniel was report¬ 
ed to be an unmarked and over- 
grown grave in I fokitika, a town on 
the West Coast of New Zealand s 
South Island. 

Daniels si ory has m I act attract¬ 
ed the arteniion of a number of 
local historians and others, and ts 
reasonably well documented, A 
newspaper of May IK6W carried a 
dciaileu account of his funeral and 
it is apparent that he was buried 
with lull military honours, com¬ 
plete wiih hand and firing parry. 

All hough CPU Bradley writes 
that Daniels name was restored to 
the VC Roll in 1920 following 
King George V’s 'amnesty*. 1 am 
led to believe ihat the decree was 
not enacted retrospectively and 
therefore did noi apply to the likes 
of Daniel. Certainty in 19KJ a peti¬ 
tion for "his names restoration to 
the VC Registry and his mis¬ 
deeds pardoned" was declined by 
the Governor-General of New 
Zealand. 

In any event, I am pleased to 
report I hat the grave has been 
tidied and a plaque to the memory 
of “Edward St John Daniel VC * 
has been erected in the centre of 
the Returned Services’ section of 
the Hokitika ctmclnry. 

The full inscription reads “In 
Memory of Edward Si John Daniel 
VC of Bristol. England. Died 
Hokitika 3hh Mav I m, aged 31 
years." - Commodore

A hospital 
ship on 
wheels 

1 HAVE seen some ini cresting old photos of naval craft in Navy 
News lately - here's one of me with an unusual one, the Golden 
Hind, taken in April 1941 ▼ 



The Hind was Casualty 
Evacuation [rain 31, stationed at 
Si David's Exeter and seconded to 
Naval duties. At 20 I was the 
youngest on board and spent an 
interesting couple or years in her. 

She carried a medical officer, 
admin officer, matron, two sisters, 
ten nurses and some male order¬ 
lies and was made up of 12 or 13 
coaches. Our main tasks seem to 
have been emptying naval hospi¬ 
tals at Chatham and Portsmouth 
to make room for new arrivals. We 
took these patients to EMS hospi¬ 
tals in various parts of the UK. 

At the lime of Dunkirk we 
brought away those casualties who 
were able travel It was a very sad 
and harrowing time. 

1 remember on one sunny day at 
Gosport, while wailing to # be 
loaded. we had all the double 
doors open when we heard the 
sound of machine gun fire and air¬ 
craft. A naval voice yelled to us to 
lay on the floor and we hit the deck 
fast - so that wc came up with red 
noses, the floors heing polished 


with cardinal red. 

Wc carried a variety of injuries, 
the worst always being the stokers 
who hud been scalded ami painted 
all over with tannic arid We were 
always met with great cheerfulness, 
help and humour, no mailer whal 
injuries had been sustained. 

We went to Plymouth in the 
curly mornings of the two blitzes. 
The first time ihe cits was on fire 
and ihe lines at Plymouth North 
Road were cleared in front of us 
for our train to be pulled in. 

We slept on empty stretchers en 
route and often did noi know 
where wc wete going. We some¬ 
times had to hide from enemy 
action. The worst night was when 
we were kent in the engine sheds ai 
Bristol while the city was burning,

not sunk 

YOUR SNIPPET on the donation 
of the rescue vehicle LR3 to Ihe 
RN Submarine Museum should 
not suggest ihe demise of the UK's 
Submarine Rescue System. 

LR3 was pensioned off many 
years ago and had only been used 
to provide spares for the current 
vehicle LR3. 

LR5 is very much un and run¬ 
ning and provides the UK's contri¬ 
bution lo submarine rescue on ihri 
side of the Atlantic, when she 
works in co-operation with one of 
the two American Deep 
Submergence Rescue Vehicles 
flown in from San Diego 

LR5, with the rest of ihe UK’s 
Submarine Rescue Service, has 
already conducted ihiee lraining 
exercises lhis year - and two more 
arc planned. 

Exercise Sorbet Royal % was 
the largest NATO rescue exercise 
ever held and took place in the 
Vestljord off Norway m June. LR5 
showed herself lo be an even 
match to the American PSRV and 
The Swedish URF who also partic¬

Deutschland's double 
dose for the Delhi 


THE ARTICLE The Royal Navy and the Spanish Civil 
War’ (September issue) brought back many memories. 1 
was serving in the D Class light cruiser HMS Delhi at the 
time. 


We had just visited Varna - 
where King Boris and Queen 
Ioanna of Bulgaria came on 
hoard, the King leaving behind 
barrels of wine and grapes for 
the ship's company - and were 
to have moved on lo Constanta 
in Rumania when we were 
ordered to proceed al speed to 
Palma Majorca to take pari in 
the Nyon patrols. 

We were k> relieve HMS Hood 
there and the intention was to 
close her Tor discussion on the situ¬ 
ation. Before that could occur 48 
aircraft [Msacd overhead to bomb 
Palma - but dropped two sticks of 
bombs between the two ships 
which made us realise we were in 
the war zone for real. 

We believed the planes to be 
Italian and that the bombs were 
purposely dropped as a warning for 


us not to interfere. 

toiler came the news of Franco's 
advance to Madrid and the evacua¬ 
tion of the Government to 
\frlenria. Reports of thousands of 
refugees moving towards Valencia 
required us to anchor off that port 
and we were ordered to take off as 
many women and children as we 
could and remove them to 
Barcelona. 

The boats worked overtime and 
very soon the upper deck was Tilled 
with women and crying children - 
almost all! he women wore ihe tra¬ 
ditional Spanish black and from 
ihe bridge it looked as though we 
had embarked a cargo of nuns. 
There were some well dressed folk 
present and il was rumoured that 
Mime of the ladies of the Royal 
Family had come an board. 

A meal had to be provided cn 
route and this caused difficulties. 


The ship had been at sea for two 
weeks or so and there were no 
fresh fruit or vegetables on board. 
The Paymaster duly provided 
corned beef, biscuits/tinned fruit 
and custard. 

There was little appreciation 
from the Spaniards who obviously 
knew nothing of armed beef and 
were certainly completely baffled 
by the strange, congealed yellow 
mess on the plates. 

Added lo this was the shins 
movement, which, although slight, 
resulted in a great deal of wasted 
food... 

The German pricket battleship 
Deutschland had earlier been 
bombed by Spanish Government 
planes in (he harbour al Ibiza* 
killing 23 men and wounding 
another 83* 

At about midnight* having dis¬ 
embarked all the refugees at 
Barcelona* Delhi was al anchor off 
the coats when suddenly the night 
was shattered by thunderous gun¬ 
fire. 

Shells actually passed over the 
ship. 


Action stations were sounded 
and anchor weighed the 
Deutschland was to seaward of us. 
lobbing 11 inch shells over Ihe lop 
of us, taking her revenge on the 
orders of Hitler. We were lucky not 
to have been hit and wc cleared the 
area as soon us possible. - Lt Cdr 
R. A. Man waring* Woking, 

WHILE going through some old 
papers I found an article in the 
Sunday Chronicle of 29 April 1945 
which may be of interest in thal it 
must have recorded the last 
German action against a major 
British warship in the 
Mediterranean theatre of World 
War II* 

It told how six Nazi “death 
sh ips" - ie, explosive molar boats - 
set out lo get Ihe 2b-year-old cruis¬ 
er HMS Delhi Only four of them 
reached the Yugoslav port of Split 
where she lay as ihe Navy's HQ for 
collaboration with Marshal Tito. 

The flrsl struck a landing craft 
and blew up 20 yards from the 
Delhi. The second was blown out 
of the water by the cruiser's guns 



The third, blinded by her search 
lights, struck ihe harbour entrance 
and blew up. The luurlh turned lo 
run and the Yugoslav shore batter¬ 
ies got it. - E*Pelmer, Booilc, 

I WAS an apprentice cadet sea¬ 
man serving on ihe British owned 
SN Maidenhead, one of many 
Bn is engaged in running the block¬ 
ade of Spain* 

On one occasion we wenl light 
ship lo Gdansk and Loaded tots of 
heavy wooden crates up to (he 
hatch coaming in all five holds. We 
then shifted berth lo Ciydinia 
where all the holds were topped up 
with loose coal - our sole cargo* lo 
ull appearances.

While we were in port unkinding 
a picket boat from (he destroyer 
came in morning and evening to 
see that wc were OK. It took about 
a week to discharge our cargo - 
and al regular intervals shells land¬ 
ed daily in both (he port area and 
the town so wc were very glad 
when wc finished discharging and 
cleared a wav for the open sea, 

During this period alt Bnlish 
Merchant Marine serving person¬ 
nel were paid a War Bonus of dou¬ 
ble wages. My first introduction to 
war al sea ItTt u lasting impression 
on me - and I later survived seven 
years in KN service, including 
three a> a POW - Lt Cdr 
F.H.Price-Fox, DSC, Wat ton. 
Norfolk.

Ship trial for uniforms 


TRIALS lor the Navy's new working uni¬ 
form have started on HMS Somerset. 

Ship's company from the Oevonport- 
based Type 23 frigate wilt wear two separate 
rigs to replace clothing which has not 
changed in more than 50 years. 

Working rig or Number 8$ is being 
replaced by a General Duty £GD} uniform and 
a Naval Action Clothrng System, or NAGS. 

GD uniform, for peacetime or during rou¬ 
tine work ashore or afloat, is based on blue 
working trousers and an open-necked shirt, 
with the option of a long-sleeved shirt and tie 
for officers and senior ratings. 


This rig could be introduced early in 1997. 

The MACS is used when protection is 
needed, either because ol the working envi¬ 
ronment or the risk ol imminent action, and 
features fire-retardant garments based on 
the core crewsuit, a blue one- or two-piece 
item complemented by colour-coded shirts 
and new slip-resistant bools. 

The Defence Clothing and Textile Agency, 
which is implementing the changes, believes 
the fully-developed NAGS could be intro¬ 
duced to the Navy in 1998. 

Members of Somerset's company are the 
first in the Fleet to test the uniforms, and will 
till in a questionnaire to assess them.

RFA Gold Rover, which is 
supporting the West Indies 
guard ship HMS Argyll, cam# 
upon the 20tt boat 140 miles 
from land in the Caribbean dur¬ 
ing .j man-overboard exercise. 

The fishermen, who had run 
out of food and fuel and were 
surviving on raw fish and water 
gathered in a plastic bag. were 
spotted by Third Officer Adam 
Eves. 

They had been fishing off the 
Island of SI Vincent when they 
were caught by a storm and dri¬ 
ven out to sea, 


When Gold Rover lound the 
men, well outside normal ship¬ 
ping lanes, an air-sea search 
was being scaled down and rel¬ 
atives were beginning to fear 
the worst, but Captain Leslie 
Coupland said the men were in 
surprisingly good shape. 

The i L50Q-ton ship, due back 
in Portsmouth next March, got a 
rousing reception when ihe 
delivered the men to 
Kingstown, the capital of St 
Vincent. 

For two of the marooned men 
th# scenario had a familiar ring 
about ft - they had been res¬ 
cued by coastguards two years 
ago when their fishing boat 
drifted out to sea. 


Rescuer is 
rewarded 
bravery 


AN AIRCREW MAN who twice 
del ached himself from his heli¬ 
copter's winch wire to save the 
lives of 11 irywlermen in icy, 
stormy seas off Norway has 
received the Queen's Commenda¬ 
tion for Bravery, 

CPOACMN(D) Ian Copley, a 
member of H14 NAS based at I IMS 
Gunnel, wa* presented with the award 
by Flag Officer Naval Aviation, Rear 
Admiral terry Lougliran. 

Chief Copley was a member of the 
crew of a Sea King emharked for an 
exercise in RFA Fori Victoria in 
February last year. 'Hie aircraft had 
just returned from a sortie in luul 
weather when the ship received a may¬ 
day call Irom the Norwegian fishing 
vessel Roald nos. sinking five miles 
away. 

Within nine minutes I he aircraft 
arrived to find an empty liferaft and 
another with one survivor on board, 
and four dinging to it. Chief Copley 
was lowered and, without regard for 
his safety, detached himself from ihe 
wire io help Ihe men info the raft and 


then io supervise iheir lib, one hy one. 

As Ihe fight faded and the weather 
deteriorated, six remaining men were 
seen in (he sea. Chid Copley' again 
disconnected himself so they could be 
lifted m pairs. 

Twice the aircrewman was 
immersed in ihe sea, hut in ihe words 
of the commendation, “he continued 
io supervise ihe rescue with courage 
and a steady hand,” 

CPO Copley has since saved two 
more lives in a drama lie rescue off 
Plymouth (see hack page.) 

J More recently, an aircrew assess¬ 
ment exercise for iwo members of HIM 
Squadron turned into a real emer¬ 
gency by Loch Lomond 

A Sea King flown hy Lts Simon 
Coley and Martin Roberts from HMS 
flannel was carrying out a low-level 
navigation exercise when the erew saw 
Ihe aftermath of a road accident.

THE AVERAGE age of Navy sailors has 
risen wiih changes in manpower - and now 
stands higher than (hut of Nelson's men. 

And in an effort lo determine whether the 
rising age affects career expectations and thus 
manning predictions, an independent group is 
to carry out a survey of ratings. 

As the number of 16 to 25-year-olds in the 
UK population decreases, the Royal Navy, in 
common with other large employers, is having 
to adapt to an older workforce with different 
domestic responsibilities. 

The current average age of able rates is 24, 
three years older than the saikirs at Trafalgar, 
and higher than it stood in the 1980s. 

l eading hands have an average age of just 
over 3(1, while for Re tty Officers and Chiefs it is 
34 and 37 respectively, 

I fciwcver* as a career in the Navy is very dif¬ 
ferent to those in Chilian fife - wuh require¬ 
ments for periods at sea away from home and 
family there are concerns over how this trend 
will affect Ihe aspiration* of poiential recruits 
and those seeking promotion.

Cold, wet and preserving life

TT KILLS 140,000 people 
L worldwide every year - 
L000 of them Britons. 

Ten million people in the UK 
risk dying as a result of it - includ¬ 
ing angler* and yachtsmen - but 
no one knew exactly why. 

"IT k failing into water, or cold- 
water immersion. But work at the 
Insiitutc of Naval Medicine has 
proved that, contrary Uj popular 
belief, the killer is not usually 
hypothermia, but drowning. 

Dr Mike Tipton, Reader at the 
Rubens Institute* University of 
Surrey, followed the 1 radii ion of the 
Institute in deciding it was time to 
look beyond long-cherished theories 
and test the reality. 

Collaboration 

Work by Dr Tipton, currentty 
Consultant Head of the 
Environmental Medicine Unit, fol¬ 
lowed on from that of Surgeon Rear 
Admiral Frank Golden, and is an 
object lesson in research - a happy 
collaboration between academia, 
industry and the MOD. all with much 
to gain and belter served by a com¬ 
bined assault on common problems. 

“Research here over the years has 
really started to emphasise that the 
first couple of minutes of immersion 
probably account for the vast majority 
of open-water immersion deaths."' 
said Dr Tipton 

“Of those who die hO per cent are 
regarded as good sw immers, and iwo- 
ihirds die within two or three metres 
of safety. In these cases death must be 
as a result of sudden responses." 

Typical experiments involved vol¬ 
unteers being immersed in water for 
three to five minutes at a temperature 
of IOC - about the same as cold tap 
water, and the average temperature of 
coastal seawater. 


iE INSTITUTE of Naval Medicine, based at Alverstoke, Gosport," 
has established itself as a centre of excellence with facilities 
amongst the best in Europe. Dedicated to improving safety for the 
Royal Navy, and enhancing performances under difficult condi¬ 
tions, the doctors and scientists there often break new ground, and 
their findings can also be of great benefit to civilian groups. With 
the opening next month of a new immersion facility, MIKE GRAY 
Jooks at one aspect of the INM’s work. 


Physio li*gie;i I responses ;ire mea¬ 
sured - heart-rate, bknid pressure and 
so on - and on initial immersion the 
heart-rate is seen to rise considerably, 
which can trigger a heart attack or 
struke in people with heart disease. 

Bui even a fit individual is in real 
danger because the “cold shock'’ 
response includes unconi Tollable 
hyperventilation - a victim cannot 
hold a breath for more than a rew sec¬ 
onds, and can rapidly drown. 

Once this response hud been iden¬ 
tified, a simple remedy was found - 
the Institute, jointly with the Rohens 
Institute, a manufacturer in 
Northumberland and a major oil com¬ 
pany. developed the “Air Pocket", pri¬ 
marily for use in ditched helicopters. 
Helicopter operators estimate it 
takes 40-m) seconds to escape a sub¬ 
merged inverted machine. The Air 
Pocket, a third lung breathing device. 


allows you to succumb In hyperventi¬ 
lation without hreathiug tit water, 

Ii is also generally safer than the 
alternative, a mini SCUBA set. and 
therefore doesn't require such spe¬ 
cialist training in order to remove the 
risk of a burst lung occurring. 

With the initial danger passed, and 
coId-shock responses stabilised, the 
victim is now in the "short-term" 
phase - between five and 30 minutes. 
Peripheral cooling of hands and 
feet means firing a flare or inflating a 
liferaft. easy to rehearse in a warm 
pool, becomes more difficult - and 
ability to swim is impaired. 

This explains why- strong swimmers 
in a pool find a short swim across u 
river or harbour is 100 far, even with¬ 
out the effect of tide or choppy water. 

The Institute has just finished 
research work with the DERA. 
Robe ns Institute and the Swedish

Navy in Stockholm to identify the rea¬ 
sons for impaired swimming - some 
volunteers swam for up to 90 minutes 
in cold water to provide data which is 
now being analysed. 

Assuming our victim survives 3fl 
minutes, hypothermia now creeps in, 
and the 1NM is examining factors 
determining how quickly people suc¬ 
cumb - among them age. sex. fitness, 
fatness* clothing and degree of injur). 
As pail of their studies, IN VI scien¬ 
tists carry out standard trials on 
equipment the Navy is thinking of 
introducing - "onoe-only* suits for 
emergency evacuations arc currently 
being evaluated at the Institute. 

Shivering 

The Institute has also recently col¬ 
laborated with the Universities of 
Surrey, British Columbia and Simon 
Fraser. Vancouver, as well as the UK 
Health and Safety Executive on a 
study of the relationship between 
shivering and blood sugar level - vital 
for people who are dug into mow- 
holes. or trapped in submersible*, for 
whom the shivering response help* to 
maintain body beat 
The final danger is that 17 percent 
of immersion deaths occur as or just 
after rescue. INM studies over the 
years have proved that leaving the 
water can cause a sudden, often fatal 
fall in arterial blood pressure. 

As a result, the Coastguard and the 
Navy now rescue immersion victims 
horizontally, reducing the danger. 

Research carried out by the IN Ms 
Survival and Thermal Medicine 
Department is used by its Human 
Factors Department to develop and 
evaluate equipment which can he 
used to rescue immersed victims more 
safely - again, just as vita! for those 
outside the MOD, and for which com¬ 
mercial bodies arc more than willing 
to provide support to the Institute.

NEW SAFETY 
SYSTEM FOR 
WARSHIPS 

A NEW SYSTEM has been introduced to ensure that whenever reasonably prac¬ 
ticable Royal Navy and other ships operated by the Ministry of Defence fulfil 
safety standards at least as good as those demanded of civilian vessels. 


Volume One of Ship Safety 
Management System bus now 
liccn issued by MOD und it 
applies to all those who have 
responsibility for the require¬ 
ments, design, building, pro¬ 
curement maintenance, opera- 
lion and disposal of all vessels 
operated by the Ministry'. 

The system demands that "the 
levels of risks of accidental death or 
injury to the crew or other parties 
and damage to properly or to Ihc 
environment due to MOD shipping 
activities are to he as low as rea- 
vmhly practicable.” 

Fur new ships and their major 
equipment, a safety ease must he 
prothiced and maintained ihruugtv 
out the life or each vessel and item 
of equipment. And for ships and 
equipment already in service there 
must he a documented safely 


assessment to highlight any signtfl* 
canl hazards. 

All projects, support areas and 
ships must operate formal safely 
management systems, and key haz¬ 
ards must he formally certificated 

Good record 

In the foreword to the volume. 
Defence Secretary Michael tortllo 
said MOD was the principal ship 
owner and operator in the IJK. and 
as such had a good safety record. 

However, there was always ihe 
potential for serious accident to 
the vessels, to those who operated 
and maintained them, to the gener¬ 
al public and to the environment. 

He said: “I require that where 
the MOD has been granted exemp¬ 
tion from specific regulations, 
health and safety standards and 
arrangements will he, so far as is 


reasonably practicable, at least as 
giKtd as those required by statute." 

He said the Ship Safely Board 
had been established, and the Ship 
Safely Management System cov¬ 
ered all MOD operated vessels, 
including those under commercial 
management or charter

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Westland Wyvern S.4 


A DESIGN which bridged the divide 
between the Fleet Air Arm's piston- 
engined strike aircraft and true jet-pow¬ 
ered planes, opens a comprehensive 
series by Navy News on aircraft types 
operated by the Royal Navy since the 
early years of flight. 

Conceived during the Second World War, 
the Wyvern did not enter service until 1953 due 
to teething Roubles with a succession of 
turbo-prop engines, the five prototypes and 
ten pre-production aircraft having to be com¬ 
pleted with Rolls-Royce piston engines. 

The first Wyvern flew in 1946, and the first 
turbo-prop aircraft look to the air almost three 
years taler The $.4 was the first operational 
version, entering service ashore with 813 
Naval Air Squadron. 

In 1954 the unit embarked in HMS Eagle and 


later in HMS Albion, The following year three 
more squadrons - 627, 830 and 631 were 
equipped with the type, the two latter units tak¬ 
ing pan in the Suez campaign in 1956. 

Other squadrons to operate the S.4 were 
700, 703, 764 and 787. The Navy's adoption of 
|et aircraft made the Wyvern, with its modest 
performance, virtually obsolete as It entered 
service, and its operational life was relatively 
short. By the late 1950s the Wvvern squadrons 
had either been disbanded or had converted to 
other types. 

The Wesitand Wyvern was powered by an 
Armstrong-Siddeley Python ASP 3 engine pro¬ 
ducing 4,100 ehp. Maximum speed was 383 
mph at sea level, range was 904 miles and ceil* 
ing 28,000tl. The Wyvern was armed with four 
20mm guns in Ihe wings and could carry a 
payload of 16 rockets, a torpedo or three 
1,000-lb bombs

THE GOVERNMENT S new Jobseeker's Allowance (JSA) introduced in October 
embodies a number of concessions that apply to members of the Reserve forces 
who are unemployed in their civilian life. 

ITic Department of Social Security has replaced unemployment benefit and social security pay¬ 
ments to ine unemployed, by the single-allowance JSA. 


Under ihe concessions, negoti¬ 
ated by Ihe Ministry of Defence, 
Ihe Hr*! £15 a week of Reserve pay 
i* disregarded. and Reservists will 
not lose benefit because they 
undertake more than 16 hour* of 
Reserve training or duty per week. 

However, a* a result of earnings 
king exempt from the remunera¬ 
tive rule, Ihe Back to Work Bonus 
will not normally be paid to them. 

The ^benefii week" normally 
runs from Sunday to Saturday, but 
Reservists may ask lo have the It 
entitlement assessed on a differ- 
ent, seven-day basis - eg, Monday 
to Sunday - id ensure that pay for 


a training weekend falls only in one 
benefit week. 

Those who attend two-week 
annual training will not be ent tiled 
to ihe allowance during that peri¬ 
od. Claims will be "closed down" 
and a new claim should he made 
when en til lenient is re-established. 

Bounty unaffected 

However, the Department of 
Social Security have agreed lo 
introduce a short repeat claim 
form which may lx* used in 
advance Under those circum¬ 
stances, Reservists will not have to 


wait the normal three days when 
they claim again. 

The training bounty will contin¬ 
ue to be treated a* capital and noi 
earning*, and the amount of con¬ 
tributory bene Tit received by 
Reservists should noi he affected 
by attendance at annual training - 
because any break m entitle men I 
between April and October this 
year is likely to he levs than eight 
weeks. 

Reservists who have any further 
enquiries are advised to refer them 
through their chain ol command or 
directly to their local Department 
of Social Security office.

MEN Captain Cook embarked cm his second great voyage of discover) in 1772 
he had one priceless piece of kit to help him find his way - the world's first prac¬ 
tical, accurate chronometer. 


It was actually a copy of H-4, 
iliv remarkable invention of 
self-taught clock maker John 
Harrison, which in 1762 had 
established ils credentials by 
losing just five seconds on an 
81 day voyage. 

This was enough to win h m the 
huge bo un tv of £20,000 (equivalent 
to £8m unlay) offered under the 
binsiludc Act nf 1714 which he 
had been pursuing for most of his 
long life. 

Bui he did not get his money for 
aiRilhcr ten years - and the story of 
the botched' lrials, backfilling and 
professional jealousy that caused 
the delay is one of l he ereal 
defence procure me ni scandals of 
all lime .., 

It b beautifully told by Dava 
Sobel in Longitude (Fourth 
Estate £12). a lale of adventure on 
the high seas, fascinating science, 
notifies and espionage ih.it totally 
belies whai must be one of the 
most boring titles for a bestseller 
ever.

Longitude was one of the most 
glittering prizes in the history or 
science, one (hat would siive I non- 
sands of lives and, more important¬ 
ly perhaps m an era thal held life 
cheaply, a very great deal of money 
in saved ships and cargoes. 

Ute Longitude Act itself, in 
fact, was precipitated by the 
spectacular disaster that 
befell Admiral Sir Clowdislev 
ShoveH's ships on 22 Octdbci 1707. 

Returning victorious from 
Gibraltar after skirmishes with 
French Mediterranean Forces, the 
consensus of all the ships* navjga- 


thev had mis-

Such subversive navigation by an 
inferior was forbidden In the Navy, 
as I he unknow n seaman well knew 
- and Sir Clowdisley had him 
hanged for mutiny on the spot -.. 

When Harrison came to London 
in 1730 he had spent four years 
working out an idea for a clock 
whose workings would he so coun¬ 
terbalanced to withstand the 
wildest waves. 

He interested the Astronomer 
Royal. Dr Edmond Hal lev, who 
referred him to the well-known 
watchmaker Honest' George 
Graham - who waved Harmon 
buck to his Yorkshire home with 


every encouragement and a gener¬ 
ous, long term. Interest free loan 
Live years later he produced his 
first sea dock - H - La massive 4ft 
square device. The Longitude 
Board tested it on a voyage to 
Lisbon - and commissioned a sec¬ 
ond clock. 

By 1741 \\ 2 was complete - and 
accurate enough to satisfy the Act. 
Bui Harrison was unimpressed by 
il and it never went to sea. 

Incredibly, he took another 15 
years to come up with H-3 (which 
included the invention of caged 
ball bearings that nowadays 
smooth the ope ration of almost 
every machine with moving parts), 
the board of Longitude granting 
him generous latitude (sic) with 
several extensions to his deadline 
and five payments of £500, 

The Seven Years War prevented 
lesiing of H-3. lest il fall into 
enemy hands - but by now 
Harrison was determined to pro¬ 
duce a pocket watch. 

In 175^ H-4* j usi five inches in 
diameter* was completed * but 
tests on this were (delibernlely?) 
botched by Harrison’s rival for the 
longitude prize, astronomer the 
Rev Ncvil Maskelcync. 

It would be another 13 yean 
before a copy of H-4 brought Cook 
safely home and secured Harrison 
Ids prize. Four years later he died, 
83 to the dav,

The Outrageous Class 

UNTIL the Japanese monster battleships of the Yamato class in World War II, Fisher s 
HMS Furious had the distinction ol mounting Ihe world s largest naval guns. 

With only two 18-inch instead of her sisters' lour 15-inch, however, il is unlikely thal she would 
ever have hit a moving target, while trials wilh Ihe after mounting strained her Iragile hull. 

Known as “Outrageous throughout the Grand Fleet, the Courageous Class were really enormous 
light cruisers. Their battleship armament was ineffective - even four guns were nol enough for 
adequate spotting. In a cruiser clash in November 1917 Courageous and Glorious fired nearly 400 
rounds but achieved no hits ... 

Furious was, by stages, converted as an aircraft carrier - as were Courageous and Glorious - 
releasing three barrels {one was a spare) for alternative service.

A bend played on the jelly as 
Exeter tied up alongside and as 
soon as the ships Commanding 
Officer* Captain Paul Herington, 
stepped ashore to greet lines of wei- 
coming dignitaries he was besieged 
by Chinese* British and internation¬ 
al media, 

Exeter's visit aimed to deveiop 
contacts between the RN and 
Chinese navy and the process 
began almost immediately with 
Captain Herington's official calls on 
the Commander of the Northern 
Reel* Vice Admiral Wang Jlying* and 
Qing Dao Naval Base Commander 
Rear Admiral Zhao Xingtu. 

Throughout the next tour days 
sailors from MMS Exeter and the 
Peoples Liberation Army (Navy) 
mixed together at ati levels. 

Banquet 

On the first night the Chinese 
sailors hosted a splendid banquet 
tor IDO of the ship's company. 

With the traditional camaraderie 
of seafarers ail over the world, the 
delectable Chinese cuisine and 
Qing Dao’s famous Tsing Tao beer* 
the language barrier was soon over¬ 
come and the feast was a memo¬ 
rable occasion. 

Hundreds of Chinese sailors visit¬ 
ed Exeter and showed Intense inter¬ 
est in everything from catering and 
logistics to Sea Dan and Phalanx 
system capabilities and they were 
particularly impressed by the ship's 
actions in the Fa Ik lands War and the 
Guff. 

There were curious sights tor the 
British sailors, too - one morning 
500 Chinese officers* including a 



division of Commodores and 
Captains* marched down the wide 
jetty to come aboard. 

In turn, the officers and the ship's 
company ol HMS Exeter visited the 
Chinese ship Yin Chuan (Brave 
Ship) but the visits were strictly lim¬ 
ited In both the numbers and In the 
areas of the ship left open to inspec¬ 
tion* 

The superstructure had been 
resprayed lor the occasion but the 
Lude-class Is advancing in years 
and most of the technology and 
weapons systems were dated. 

As most of Exeter's crew had not 
even heard of Qing Dao before the 
visit, the prospect of a run ashore 
was regarded with some trepidation. 


Going 
ashore 
rig was full 
blue suits and 
leave ended at 2300 
for everyone, but most people i 
pleasantly surprised. Wren OMi 
Janine Whitley said: It was vei 
different to what I had expectec 
The people are really friendly, t: 
seem amazed that we are here, 
are all treated like royalty!’ 

Qing Dao has a population c 
million and as well as havii 
large naval base it is a popular 
side town with a pier prome 
and beaches - similar in r 
ways to Portsmouth and Soutt 
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HMS 
Exeter's 
home port. 
Most of the city 
is of impressive modern 
design but the back streets retain 
their traditional market stalls and 
the area near the dockyard is full of 
family bars and eating places 
which were soon patronised by 
those on shore leave.

'The PLA (Navy) has gone out of 
its way to make us feel at home, it's 
really been quite amazing" he said.

Lightning tour 

SIXTY sailors from HMS Exeter spent £200 of their hard-earned pay on an 
organised visit to the capital city of China, Beijing, about an hour s Right 
from Qlng Dao. 

With hundreds of other tourists they walked through the vast Ti ana men Square, 
where, in their Royal Navy uniforms, they attracted as much attention as the sights 
themselves. 


From Tianamen Square they moved 
through the imposing gateway to the 
Forbidden City where past dynasties of 
Chinese Emperors ruled in magnificent 
Isolation and splendour until the last 
one, boy emperor Pu Yi, was over¬ 
thrown in the revolution of 1911, 
CPOSA Paul Walsh said: Tianamen 
Square is quite something to see, but 
the Forbidden City - you just have to be 
there to believe ft. Its enormous." 

Next, the sailors hopped on a bus lor 
a two-hour ride lo the Great Wail of 
China, reputed to be the only man-made 
object visible from space. 

The climb up the wall was a steep one 
bul the views from the top and the 


sheer experience of having walked 
along even a small section of the wall 
made ft all very, very worthwhile. 

Again, the sight of British sailors 
9,000 miles from home and 130 miles 
from the sea caused a great stir, 

Peking duck 

Back in the capital, the sailors 
enjoyed a real Chinese meal - Peking 
Duck, of course - followed by a tradi¬ 
tional show by Chinese acrobats. 

The night ended though In some¬ 
where not quite so steeped in oriental 
mystique, the Hard Rock Cafe in down¬ 
town Beijing. 


Navy News, 
Chinese style 


WHILE you reed all about 
China In your paper, thou¬ 
sands of Chinese sailors 
wHI be reading about the 
Royal Navy m theirs. 

A team of reporter, photogra¬ 
pher and translator from the 
Chinese Navy News, all serving 
officers, spent hours on board 
HMS Exeter to find out how the 
RN worked and what life was 
like for the ship s company. 

They interviewed an officer, 
senior rating and male and 
female junior ratings on a host 
of Issues, but it quickly became 
evident that their main fascina¬ 
tion was with the concept of 
women at sea. Were they 
strong enough? Could they 
carry out all tasks? 

The questions inevitably 
lurned to romances and the 
answers provided had a some¬ 
what cynical reception! But in 
general the journalists went 
away surprised and impressed 
with the women, officers and 
ratings that they had seen at 
work on board. 

As they explained, they do 
have women in their Navy, but 
they are restricted to "female" 
tasks such as office work and 
cooking at shore bases. 

Other questions focused on 
promotion prospects, training, 
pensions and pay. 

The team remained 
inscrutable as they heard the 
answers and what they made of 
them Is hard to say, but a Petty 
Officer in the Chinese navy 
earns 300 yuan a month -that's 
about £23.

He said to Pnnce George, You 
belong English King's son - yes?'

"Some lime later the doctor 
arrived and told us that on she 
last stages of his tourney a 
Chinese photographer had fol¬ 
lowed him taking innumerable 
photographs. He couldn't under¬ 
stand It.

George called at the photograph¬ 
er’s shop and lei him take all the 
photographs he wished."

Alice, whose maiden name was 
Appleby, was bom in Scarborough 
of a seafaring family. She was aged 
17 when the Germans shelled the 
town. She believes a soldier near 
her was killed outright, and her 
friend who was with her never 
recovered from her injuries and 
died ;il Ihc age uf 21 

Alice herself had her left leg 
blown off and, frightened and 
shocked, she was taken 10 hospital 
where she asked a doctor; “Am J 
io die?”

Airline doors reopen 
to experienced pilots 


IMPROVEMENTS in the demand for civilian pilots is providing greater opportunities for military 
pilots to join airlines when their Service career ends. This year, British Airways has restarted recruit¬ 
ing after a four-year freeze, and their likely intake of experienced pilots will he about 150 for each 
ofthe next four years. 


Advice lo aspiring airline pilots 
has been given, through .Ymy 
Nem t fry Mr Anthony Moll iso n. 
one of the new* breed of examiners 
authorised fry the Civil Aviation 
Authority to conduct general flight 
tests. 

Mr Mollison, chief flying 
instructor of the Professional Air 
Training flying school at 
Bournemouth Airport, said 
Service personnel often found the 
process of training and tests com¬ 
plicated and expensive”. 

For most positions thev will 
need an Air Transport Pilot's 
Licence. The first step is usually to 
obtain an Assessment of Require¬ 
ments form (No. FC'L 680) from 
the CAA (Licensing Services), 
Aviation House, Gatwick Airport 
South, West Sussex, RHh IJYR, 

Written exams 

The completed form should be 
returned to the CAA with a fee of 

L credited against the cost of a 
licence if one is issued within 12 
months, A personal, detailed 
assessment will be issued by the 
CAA and candidates must sii writ 
ten examinations with a pass mark 
of 75 per cent. 

They must also train for the ini¬ 
tial instrument rating flight test at 
a CAA regional centre. Impending 
on experience and current know!* 
edge they may also have to pass 
one or more sections of the gener¬ 
al flight test with a CAA examiner. 

Once that is done, Mr Mnllison 
advises students to obtain as much 
information as possible from 


ground and flight schools and dis¬ 
cuss with them personal assess¬ 
ments, 

"Advice from anyone you know 
who has converted from military to 
civilian qualifications will he very 
useful at this stage," he said. 
“Selection of the most suitable 
school should never be made on 
east alone " 

It is important to puss the 
ground exams before the flying 
tests as the former are valid' for 
three years and the latter for only 
six to 13 months. And [mining for 
(he flying phase may be affected fry 
weather and should nnf be started 
during winter. 

Introduction of a National 
Vocational Qualification in 
piloting transport aicratt 
allows tax relief to eligible 
students of 24 per cent - or 
40 per cent for higher-band 
taxpayers - on any training 
which can count towards 
the NVQ. 

Mr Mollison warns that when 
proposals to increase the level of 
training are fully implemented 
with the introduction or common 
European flying licences in iWt, 
fewer pitots will he exempt from 
the full "approved" course for 
instrument rating, 

“It is. however unlikely that 
conversion training will he 
required for pilots with valid C'AA 
licences. It may. therefore, be wise 
to consider converting your mili¬ 
tary licence before that date in 
order to save costs."

No decisions had yet been taken - 
and, while he confirmed that Britain and 
Spain would be having bilateral discus¬ 
sions, he described as speculation 
press reports that NATO's Gibraltar HQ 
(GIBMEO) was to be closed as a condi¬ 
tion of Spain's military membership of 
the Alliance. 

ft is, however, reasonable lo assume 
thal if Spain did become a full member 
of NATO, it could well mean a change in 
Spain's policy by which British military 


ships and aircraft en route to or from 
Gibraltar are not permitted to transit 
Spanish territory. 

J Representatives of more than 12 
European navies met at Devonport in 
October to explore new ways they can 
train and operate together in such roles 
as peacekeeping and humanitarian aid. 

The gathering was the first meeting of 
the Sea Training Consultative Croup 
which aims to build on the close links 
some of the UK's allies have with Flag 
Officer Sea Training.
